planes are kept loaded and ready 
to go and their pilots are never 
more than a few feet away 
They're in the air-within seconds 
of a report that seems definite 
enough."

The system is 
the same as that worked out to 
meet any enemy attack.

Pick Up "Blips" 


The ADC, which commands and 


co-ordinates the three regional air 
defense commands in New York, 
Missouri and California, did say 
that its radar equipment has been 
picking up a lot of unexplained 
blips. 


"For the past two weeks," the 


ADC reported, "Headquarters has 
received a number of reports of 
unidentified airborne objects in its 
area through the normal detee 
tion channels of the ADC. 


"In the normal performance of 


its assignment, it has sent fighter 
interceptor aircraft aloft whenever 
objects are detected in the area 
with sufficient defimteness to war 
rant an interception. 


ADC Explain* 


"It should be pointed out that 


radar in many instances picks up 
certain natural phenomena, such 
as ionized clouds, which may give 
the appearance of solid objects on 
the scope. 


'Other manmade objects, such 


as flares, weather balloons and so 
on, may also register on the scope, 
and some interceptions have re- 
vealed that these are often what 
he unknowns turn out to be."

crying "Help me, help me" and 
fell dead.

50, of the Bronx, was glared 
by another bullet. But the wound, 
in the head, was not believed ser- 
ious. 


Return From Party 


The two couples had returned 


to the Bronx shortly after mid- 
night from a beach party at nearby 
Rye, N. Y., in separate cars. Hop- 
kins had parked his automobile 
and was with his wife and mother- 
in-law while McCullough was lock- 
ing up his own car a short dis- 
tance away.

proached, one on each side of Me-

him to get back inside. 


Forced Into Car 


Hopkins and the two wives no- 


ticed the incident and Hopkins ran 
back to investigate. At gunpoint,

Use Tear Gas, Guns 
As Hundreds Revolt 
In Montreal Jail 


MONTREAL—(AP) — Po- 


lice used tear gas and gunfire 
early today to quell a riot of 
hundreds of prisoners in Mon- 
treal's Bordeaux jail. It was 
the third disorder in the pris- 
on in three months, and like 
the others was in protest over 
food. 


At least 12 piisoncrs weie in- 


jured, two of them by gunfire, 
and Chief Kmile Drnpeau of the 
Montreal fire department—which 
was called in to help smash th» 
mutiny—was treated in a hospital 
for injuries he reportedly suffered 
when a prisoner struck him with 
an iron bar. 


Deny Death 


Police officials, still icfusing to 


disclose the details of what went 
on inside the prison, denied pub- 
lished reports one of two gunshot 
victims had died. Th« police said 
they fired pistols over the heads 
of the tlotcis, and it was not im- 
mediately clear whether the two 
victims got accidental direct hits 
or were hit by richocheting bullets. 


An estimated 700 convicts broke 


out of their cell blocks early Fri- 
day night, set 17 fires, looted the 
prison canteen, broke plumbing to 
flood the floors and then clash with 
200 police in a bloody battle in the 
main prison courtyard. 


Use Gas, Bullet* 


Th* police managed to drive the 


rioters back into their cell blocks 
with tear gas and by firing pistols 
over the convicts' heads — but 
only temporarily. The convicts— 
som« awaiting trial for murder 
but the r«st ftfrvtafc terms of only 
two year* or »ss—smithed ths 
main locks of the cell blocks and 
spilled back into the yard to yell 
and taunt the police. 


Aware the broken locks ^ade it 


Impossible to keep the convicts be- 
hind bars for the night, the police 
stood by and allowed the pilsoners 
to blow off steam. Quiet finally 
was testorcd shortly after mid- 
night and the prisoners bunked 
down as best they could, many in 
the prison yard. 


The demonstiation was almost 


an exact duplicate of the two sepa- 
-rate days of rioting that erupted 
In the prison early in May. Injuries 
in those riots, however, were com- 
paratively minor.

polio. These are the ten most fre- 
quently asked questions, authori- 
tatively answered by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis: 
1. What is the cause of polio? 


Polio is short for "poliomye- 


litis." a disease caused by a very 
tiny virus, or parasitic organism. 
2. How do jou get polio? 


By acquiring the virus, prob 


ably through your nose or mouth, 
from other persons with whom you 
have intimate contact of the sort 
that occurs in households. 
Dur 


ing outbreaks the virus is wide' 
spread and many people without 
symptoms of iTlness carry and are 
capable of transmitting the virus. 
S. Why do »o many people escape 


the disease while only a few 
get It? 


Most people do NOT escape the 


infection of polio, but the vast 
majority of us have it without 
paralytic or other symptoms. If 
the virus is in our body—in thee 
alimentary canal but outside the 
central nervous system—it does 
not damage nerve cells. But we 
develop a degree of immunity 
from its presence in our body. 
According to recent tests, about 
80% of the population have anti- 
bodies in their blood against one 
or more of the three known types 
of virus by the time they reach 
15 years of age. 
4. How can we protect our chil- 


dren against polio? 
The National Foundation rec- 


ommends a few simple precau-

5. Should we keep our children 


away from beaches and play- 


grounds? 
Not if they are neighborhood 


or community gathering places, 
where the children have been go- 
ing right along and are in contact 
with the same other children all 
the time. Since there are three 
different 
viruses causing polio, 


your children probably have al- 
ready been exposed to the ones 
prevalent in their group. How- 
ever, strangers may carry a dif- 
ferent polio virus to which they 
are NOT immune. Swimming, as 
such, is not dangerous—it is the 
close 
association 
with 
crowds 


around a pool or on a beach and 
the tendency to become overtired 


or chilled that increase both 
chance of contact with the virus 
an'd the development of paralysis 
as a result of the infection. 
6. Of those who get polio, how 


many are crippled? 
About 30%. slightly and 12% 


severely. 
Some 
80% recover 


without any handicap whatsoever 
and perhaps 8% die. 
7. Why In polio such an expensive 


disease? 
Because for those who have 


paralytic consequences the serv- 
ices of so many different kinds of 
specialists are required, there is 
costly equipment involved and the 
restorative period is so long. The 
National Foundation spent $21,- 
000,000 for patient care alone in 
1951. Until relatively recently, 
polio specialists existed in such 
small numbers that only a few 
medical centers could offer com- 
plete medical care for polio pa- 
tients. The March of Dimes over 
the last 14 years has made possi- 
ble the training of many more of 
these workers, at an investment 
of over $14.000,000, so that better 
care now is available in more 
places—but additional workers are 
urgently needed still. 
8. Do poor sanitary conditions 


cause more paraljtic polio? 
Just the opposite—lack of sani- 


tation seems to increase immu- 
nity. Children who are constantly 
exposed to the virus in small 
doses, as is true in primitive com- 
munities, seem to build up more 
.immunity than children who are 
surrounded, so to speak, with a 
"sterile blanket." All babies are 
born with the same immunity pos- 
sessed by their mothers. If they 
do not become infected with the 
virus, they gradually lose this im- 
munity during the first six months 
of life. If they are exposed to the 


virus during the time when they 
are protected by the immunity ac- 
quired from their mothers, how- 
ever, they tend to build up their 
own 
antibodies 
against 
polio, 


which last for a long time. If 
they are NOT exposed to the virus 
during that partially-protected pe- 
riod, then when they meet up 
with the virus later they are sus- 
ceptible to paralysis. 
9. How far have they got in re- 


search.? 
There has been more progress 


in the last few years than in the 
previous century. Since 1938 re- 
searchers have been in what may 
be termed a "tooling-up" stage, 
when vast sums were necessary 
to prepare the way for the dis- 
covery of a preventive or cure. 
Now that phase has given way to 
the one in which potential preven- 
tive products are being tested. A 
vaccine has been found effective 
in laboratory animals; it is still 
to be tested for humans. A new 
technique of growing polio virus 
in test tubes has made it possible 
to supply large quantities of virus 
for experimental work. The out- 
look for victory over polio is good. 
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10. Does the March of Dimes help 


everyone Mho has polio? 


In the broad sense, yes. Hos- 


pitals have been equipped and 
staffed 
with March of Dimes 


funds, 
specialists 
have 
been 


trained, iron lungs and other 
equipment provided, and knowl- 
edge 
greatly 
increased 
every- 


where. And, of course, nearly 4 
out of every 5 patients receive di- 
rect 
financial assistance 
from 


their local Chapters of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, which have aided ap- 
proximately 185,000 patients since 
1938.

Innocent Bystander 


Miss B. writes: "I have been 


doctoring for secondary 
anemia 


for three years and can't under- 
stand why my blood count never 
shows any improvement." 


Miss B. raises the important 


problem of a condition which fre- 
quently puzzles not only the pa- 
tient but the physician. 


When there are too few red 


blood cells or not enough hemo- 
globin, the condition is called 
"anemia." For example, if a per- 
son loses more blood than the sys- 
tem can replace, anemia develops. 
If the blood loss occurs mddenly, 
the difficulty 
can be remedied 


promptly by stopping the hemor- 
rhage and giving a blood transfu- 
sion. 


If the loss is slow, it is neces- 


sary to find where the bleeding 
comes from and to stop It If pos- 
sible. If this kind of anemia is 
severe, it may be necessary to 
give transfusions or take other 
steps, including the use of iron 
preparations—iron being1 an Im- 
portant part of hemoglobin or col- 
oring matter of blood. 


Other anemias are caused by 


poisons and by diseases. In each 
case it is necessary to find out 
not only that anemia is present 
but what the disease or toxic con- 
dition 10 which is responsible for 
the trouble. 


Often the cause can be reme- 


died and the anemia is then likely 
to clear up. If it comes from a 
poor diet, eating better food alone 
may be enough. 


One kind of anemia comes par- 


ticularly, but not exclusively, in 
women between SO and 80 years of 
age. The cause of this anemia is 
a deficiency of iron due to several 
things, probably including defec- 
tive diet and poor absorption due 
to disturbances of the stomach and 
intestines.

Adlai Stevenson's decision 
moving the Democratic party's na- 
tWnal campaign, headquarters to 
Springfield raised speculation to- 
Nday the presidential nominee plans 
to boss pre-election strategy with 
hand-picked aides. 


With this announcement Friday, 


that Wilson Wyatt of Louisville, 
Ky., would be his personal cam- 
paign manager, 
Stevenson dis- 


closed the move of campaign head- 
quarters from Washington here. 
Wyatt told newsmen this was the 
first time the national campaign 
offices would not be located in the 
nation's capitol. 


Will Bun Campaign 


Political 
leaders 
immediately 


viewed the decision as one which 
would have Stevenson in closer 
contact with men of his own choos- 
ing who will run his campaign as 
he plans it. 


A statement by Wyatt, too, ap- 


peared to bear out this theory. 


"Since the campaign obviously 


must be directed by Gov. Steven- 
son, the headquarters will be here 
and mine will be, too," Wyatt said. 


From Democratic National Com- 


mittee chairman, Frank McKin- 
ney, came the statement Friday 
night that he does not choose to 
remain in the job. It was a re- 
statement of his feelings about the 
post, but McKinney said he would 
discuss party affairs with Steven- 
son in about a ween. 


By .tradition, the presidential 


nominee chooses the man he wants 
to direct the party. 


Stevenson said earlier this week 


that a decision on whether he 
would .replace McKinney was one 
of the things "that would have to 
be resolved." He didn't say who 
would succeed McKinney. 


• Wyatt, 46, once served as mayor 
of Louisville, and was federal 
housing expediter in 1946-1947. He 
also served as national chairman 
of Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, then entered law practice. 


Wyatt's appointment was agreed 


upon by Stevenson and Sen. John 
Sparkman of Alabama, vice presi- 
dential nominee. 


Stevenson Friday invited three 


of the men he defeated for the 
presidential nomination to discuss 
campaign plans with him. The in- 
vitations were to Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee, Sen. Richard 
Russell of Georgia and Averell 
Harriman. 


Among Friday's visitors at the 


executive mansion was Sen. Paul

Kefauver for the presidential nom- 
ination. 


Douglas said he had been asked

If tennis were a matter of hard 


smashes and brute strength, a 
player would have to be a heavy- 
weight to rank among the winners. 


The basic principle is accuracy, 


not strength. A lot of little men 
have done better than all right. 
Their secret was—and is—accur- 
acy. 


A champion is one who can 


place the ball within two feet of 
the spot where he wants it to go 
with any of his strokes. He doesn't 
have to be a powerful hitter. He 
is a winner because he is an ex- 
ponent of developed accuracy. 


The speed of the ball is second- 


ary, for the very simple reason 
that without accuracy speed re- 
sults in netted balls and errors 
and hence in wasted motion and 
energy. 


Accuracy is especially vital in 


the placement of the ball. 


The follow-through of the racket 


follows the flight of the ball on its 
way to the target. 


A good exercise is to place » 


tire in the service court and learn 
to deliver your service inside the 
rim. 


Practice this carefully, keeping 


in mind that the follow-through of 
the racket should point to the tar- 
get. 
There should be no pulling, 


no jerks.

The firm is 
recognized as the world's largest 
all-Negro enterprise. 


Spaulding was born on a poor 


Columbus County farm just 10 
years after President Lincoln freed 
the slaves.
